At one period during con 
strugtion, water for all purposes had 
to- Tie" carried over three hundred 
miles by train on the western sec 
tion. The liné gives the first com- 
munication by land between the two 
halves of Australia and opens up a 
quarter of a million ‘square = milcs 
now unoccupied.

Bible Can Never Be Matched in 
Literature in Any Way

versally recognize it as the greatest 
ook, Prof. William Lyon Phelps, 
of Yale University, said in a recent 
address: 

“Being a scrious book it ig weak 
in humor,” Professor Phelps ‘said, 
“But [think Job intended @ grim 
joke when he said, ‘Would that mine 
adversary had written a boc*:,’ 

“No narrative writers can. match 
‘the style of the Bible’s old testament 
\stories—Hume, Gibbon, Rose—they 
are all inferior, ‘Vhis is the day of 
the short-story writer, Kipling, De 
Maupassant, O. Henry, -but . their 
best efiorts fall short of the stories 
of the Bible, So it is with its poetry 
in the Psalms, dts wisdom of the 
Proverbs is just as up-to-date as the 
morning paper, and there is no polit- 
ical economy equal to the Book of 
Gospels. 

“It is impossible to over-estimate 
the Bible’s influence on English lit- 
erature. Bunyan wrote a great book 
because he was saturated with the 
Bible, and it trickled out, when he 
wrote, } . 
“Lincoln knew only two books— 
the Bible and Shakespeare, and yet 
he was a splendidly educated man.
